Late Wireless From Carpathia States 


That Only 710 of Titanic's Pas- 


sengers and Crew Were 


Saved 


HALIFAX IN COMMUNICATION WITH SURVIVORS 


Scout Ships Racing Over Ocean to Obtain Details 


of Gigantic Disaster Which Appalls the World 


—Carpathia Fxpected to Reach Port 


Thursday Night or Early Friday. 


Washington, April 17. — A message from Captain Dacker of the 


Chester is the first confirmation the navy department received of its 
calculation that the Chester had gotten alongside the Carpathia just 
before noon today. The navy department has given instructions t*» 
the commandant of the navy yards and stations along the northshore 
where wireless apparatus is installed to immediately give to the 
newspapers any information received from the Chester or Salem, 
fiither of names of survivors and loss or details of the disaster, if any. 
are told. 


New York, April 17. — The, Cunarder, Carpathia, bearing "868 


sunken White~Star liner Titanic, was less, than 600 


miles from" New York by noon today and word was eagerly awaited 


xthat further light might be cast on the disaster which took 1,312 
lives. Sable Island was in brief communication with the rescuing 
ship for a time this morning but no additional names of survivors 
were received. Wireless stations along the New England coast were 
straining to get into communication with the vessel this afternoon 
and the scout cruiser Salem is laying somewhere off Nantucket for 
the ptirpose of relaying ashore through her sister cruiser the Chester 
some connected account of the disaster. 


New York, April 17.—Explaining the discrepancy in names a 


wireless message from Halifax said: "The Marconi station reports 
that nothing authentic regarding the loss is known on board the 
Carpathia, but the Steamer Franconia, in relaying the message from 
the Carpathia, said that the total number of the survivors is only 710. 
There is no list of the missing on the Cunard liner and only a rough 
estimate of the total passenger list. Probably more than 2200 souls 
were on the ship as quite a number boarded her at Cherbourg.'' 


New York, April 17.—The Camperdown wireless station at 


Halifax today sent the Associated Press the following dispatch. "We 
are mow in communication with the Carpathia and in a position to 
announce unofficially that the Titanic struck an enormous iceberg 
and sunk with over 2,000 souls lost and 700 survivors, mostly women 
on the Carpathia.'' The attention of the Camperdown wireless sta- 
tion was called at once to the obvious error in the figures which 
would give the total lost and survivors at 2700 while the total number 
of passengers and crew was but about 2,200. 


New YorJk, April 17.—In faintest touch with the wireless station 


at Sable Island the Cunard liner Carpathia with 868 survivors of"the 
sunken Titanic on board was speeding down the coast early this 
morning making the best time for this port that the foggy condition 
along the Atlantic shore would permit. 


Speeding up the coast toward the rescuing ship and hoping to 


get within wireless speaking distance of her before many hours 
passed were the scout cruisers, Salem and Chester, ordered by the 
government at Washington to make all possible haste in breaking Jhe 
seal of silence which so far has enshrouded the survivors on the Car- 
pathia and kept them from making known to the outside world the 
thrilling story of the Titanic's last hours afloat and the momentous 
happenings after she had taken her two mile plunge to the bottom off 
the banks of Newfoundand, early Monday morning. 


From the Chester at an early hour this morning came this mes- 


sage: "Expect to be up with the Carpathia within three or four 
hours." While the Chester's hopes on this point were not realized 
there seemed to be every prospect that definite word from the Cu- 
narder might be received within a short time. 


That more than 1300 persons, passengers and crew had gone 


down with the giant liner was the belief that grew into almost posi- 
tive conviction as hour after hour passed. Other sources of possible 
rescue other than the Carpathia are eliminated and practically the 
only hope that remains is that those they have sought might after all 
be found on the Carpathia when that vessel is able to fully give up 
the secret she has held since she picked up the remains of the 
Titanic cargo of nearly 2,200 souls. 


It is estimated that approximately 140 member^ of the crew were 


saved, their pi-esenee to man the life boats being required to insure 
the welfare of the passengers. ' An estimate of 400 steerage passen- 
gers saved completes the total of 868 which 1he Carpathia has made 
known she has on board. As the lists indicated the great majority of 
these are undoubtedly women. The names of only 7!) men rescued 
have been given, in the list telegraphed from the Carpathia whereas 
the names of 240 women appear jn the tabulation. Of the 400 steer- 
age passengers thought to be saved il was believed that nearly all 
were women. The men seemed to have largely remained to die that 
the women and children might be saved. 


Little hope is entertained that the fishing

Baird, which was passed in the vicinity of the Titanic disaster

estimated 
expenditures, 
$28,224. 


This shows <a slii.giht overdraft on this 
fun'd, wlhich the board by economy 
hopes to materially reduce. 
Total balance and estimated 
re- 
ceipts in the building fund, $12,547; 
expeditures in (this fund up to Apiri] 
1 ,$4134; which leaives a balance of 
$8412, which will probably be 'more 
thian exhausted by tlhe purchase of 
building sites for the new schools. 


. Total balance and estimated 
re- 


ceipts in ithe sinking fund, $18,123, 
and the total estimated expenditures 
aggregate the same amount. 


It is estimated that from Sept. 1,
